and Civil War Veteran. 


Newark, N. J., July 8.—General E. 
Bun! Grubb, former 
United 
States 
minister to Spain, and for the last two 
years superintendent of the New Jer­ 
sey Horne for Disabled Soldiers at 
Kearney, died at St. Michael’s hospi­ 
tal here. 
General Grubb had been in the hos­ 
pital for three weeks, and recently un­ 
derwent an operation for a cataract. 
He recovered from the operation, but 
later contracted pneumonia. 
Mrs. Grubb was at the bedside of 
her husband when the end carne and 
is prostrated as the result of her con­ 
stant attendance. 
Before becoming superintendent of 
the soldiers’ home General Grubb had

W ilkes Barre, Pa., July 8. — Cot­ 
tagers at Harvey's lake found the body 
of Miss Alice Crispen, nineteen years 
Obi, daughter of William Crimped, a 
w e llto d o farmer, floating on the sur­ 
face of the water, and the whole sum­ 
mer colony and country side is arous­ 
ed on cr what is believed to be a mur­ 
der. 
The county officials have 
Herbert Johns, twenty-four years old, 
of Wilkes-Barre, a foot tender iu tho 
mines, aud he will be held until a 
coroner’s jury lias heard the evidence 
which the authorities have gathered 
against birn. Johns had been a friend 
of the girl for the past two years. 
The body of 
Miss 
Crispen 
was 
clothed in the garments she had worn 
for her Fourth of July outing. 
Her 
body came to the surface near a boat 
landing on the lake front, where she 
was last seen alive on the night of 
the Fourth. 
The parents of the girl believed that' 
she was visiting friends In Wilkes- 
Barre. and there was no alarm when 
she did not return home. 
She left 
home on Tuesday, saying that she was 
going to W ilkes Barre to buy trim­ 
mings for her dress and that she prob­ 
ably would remain to visit her aunt. 
After her body was found an inves­ 
tigation was started. 
Mrs. Adelaide 
Ross, sister of the girl, remembered 
seeing her at the lake. She was then 
with Johns arni several others. 
Miss! 
Stella Oney. a friend, saw her at 10.30 
o’clock the sam e night. She was with 
Johns near the spot where her body, 
was foun*!. 
Lester and Edward Gar­ 
net saw her at l l o ’clock a short dis­ 
tance from the boat landing. 
At 11.30 Mrs. S. T. Nicholson and 
Mrs. F. J. Weckeaser, of Wilkes-Barre, 
who have cottages at the lake, were 
awakened by tho shrill cries of a girl. 
The cries cam e from the boat landing,!

the cause.

When questioned as to whether) 
or not then* was anything In the girl s 
condition to warrant a theory of mar-1 
der he d» dared: “These certainly Is, 
and I believe she was murdered.” 
Johns was found at his work,

declared that he wa# with her until 
about 11.20 on the n ’ght of July 4. Ho 
said that he had spent part of the day 
with her in Wilkes Barre, taking lier 
to his home arui going with her to the 
lake later In the day. 
While walking towards her home, 
he said he was suddenly taken 111 and 
that he asked Miss Crispen to excuse 
him and let him return home.

on account of his knowledge* of the 
T ennessee Coni and Iron deal that he 
felt he could influence th e Wall street 
Interests with regard to the steel In­ 
vestigation.
